UNDER HEAVY FIRE 

In March, 1945, at Veldhunten, 
Holland, headquarters came under 
heavy and accurate mortar 
causing casualties and damage. 
Capt. Davies visited all the wound- 
ed and gave all assistance possible 
to the medical officer, while the 
mortaring was taking place, despite 
the fact that he was incurring very 
great personal risk and that ample 
cover was available in the build- 
ings in the vicinity, 

Early in April the battalion was 
attacking west of Zutphen in Hol- 
land, Two companies were 
passed across a canal by means 
of a foot bridge on which the 
enemy was bringing continuous 
mortar fire. The approaches to 
it were observed by snipers and 
several men were killed and offi- 
cers and men wounded. Capt. 
Davies left the regimental aid 
post and went to the bridge. 

He gave quick aid to the wound- 
ed and by his cheerful presence

Lt. Charles Harold Conquest of

Machine-guns 
ambushed them from dug-in posi- 
tions less than 200 yards away on 
both flanks. The forward platoon 
commander organized an attack on 
the left flank which was’ allowed 
to start and then was subjected to 
extremely heavy, concentrated mor- 
tar fire which halted the attack 
and put our troops tu ground. The 
attacking platoon could not observe 
the mortar’s positions and a stale- 
mate developed, 


LEFT TANK SHELTER 


Lt, Conquest, safe from the mor- 


taring in his tank, saw the develop- | 


ment, clambered out of his tank, 
and standing in full view on the 
turret, took bearings on and finally 
located the enemy mortar positions. 
He fired his battery, corrected and 
fired again and completely silenced 
the enemy mortars. All this time he 
was completely exposed and show- 
ed utter contempt for the frantic 
efforts of the enemy to hit him 
As a direct result of Lt. Con- 
quest’s prompt action the infantry 
were able to re-organize and press 
home the attack and the enemy 
were either captured or withdrew 
in confusion and the advance of 
4th Canadian Armored Brigade con- 


tinued. This officer’s complete dis-| 


regard for his personal safety and 
his utter contempt for the enemy 
efforts in the heat of the action 
were an inspiration to all who wit 
nessed his actions and will long re-
